1 he committee on aiisignments to 
homes has met with success in the 
avitter of securing lodging for a very 
Urge crowd of visitors during the en- 
campment. The people of Chattanooga 
ire opeiiths their homes to veterans 
md visitors with the same hospitality 
that marked their action when the 
confederate survivors met in annual 
reunion here in May. The same rates

reunion will prevail during the en- 
campment of the Grund Army of the 
Republic. These rates are in all in- 
stances reasonable. There will be no 
effort to increase rates for lodging or 
meals anywhere in the city. In o'Jier 
words, the regular rates for meals and 
lodging will be charged bv hotels, res- 
taurants and boarding Louses. The 
^est homes of Chattanooga Jiave open- 
ed their doors to entertain visitors and 
veterans alike at rates that will not be 
objected to by any. 

Amusement Features. 
The committee on entertainment has 
perfected a number of plans to amuse 
and entertain the visitors. As already 
announced, a number of battlefield re- 
unions have been arranged for the vet- 
erajis lyho fought in the various battles 
around Chattanooga. These rettnlons 
ittolnde the fields of Chickamauga. 
Lookout mountain and Missionary 
ridge, on which the survivors' will 
gather in reunion and hear the Inci- 
dents of each battle recounted by par- 
ticipants. 

The Tennessee river will furnish 
part of the entertainment. One of the 
best features will be hydro-aeroplane 
exhibitions on the Tennessee. These 
will be supplemeiited by steamboat 
rides to a large hydro-electric develop- 
ment below, the city tiiat v/as financed 
by the la»e Anthony N. Brady, of Now 
York. This is the largest hydro-elec- 
tric development south of Niagara 
£^ll8. There win also be automobile 
trips to large hydro-electric develop- 
ments by the East Tennessee Power 
Co., on the Ocoee river, thirty miles 
east of Chattanooga. 

Military features by regular troops 
will add much to the entertainment of 
the encampment visitors,. These will 
be fnmished at Fort Oglethorpe, by 
the Eleventh cavalry regiment, and 
the^Seventeenth infantry, the latter 
regtaient c<Hning up from Atlanta for 
the eocampment week. 

Aeroplane flights will given ever> 
day of the encampment, and many oth- 
er interesting features will be added 
from time to tyne. The indications 
are jthat there will not be a dull day 
during the entire encamimient week 
because Chattanooisa has already de- 
cided to give the Unioq^ veterans tbf 
time of their lives. 



Washington. Aug. 25. — Reproeenta- 
tives who support the administration 
currency bill won a victory In the 
house Democratic caucus on Friday 
when they brought to their aid an un- 
qualified indorsement of the rae.isure 
from Secretary of State Bryan and de- 
feated proposed "insurgent" amend- 
ments that would have prohlblttd in- 
terlocking directorates in national or 
state banks incorporated under the 
proposed law. 

Secretary Bryan, in a letter ad- 
dressed to Chairman Carter Glass of 
the currency committee, approved the 
bin as it stands, declaring Prefildent 
Wilson had recognized fundamental 
rights of popular control in its provi- 
sions. He asserted that the plank of 
the Democratic platform against inter- 
locking directorates was aimed chiefly 
at trusts, and he urged Democrats to 
"stand by '.he president," and cot to 
load down the currency bill with any 
ammidments that might endanger tls 
early passage. , 

FortHled with the backing of one of 
the makers of the Baltimore platform. 

Representatives Glass and Undei-wood 
met the demand for an amendment 
to prohibit Interlocldiig directorates 
with a counter proposal that the Dem- 
ocrats of the house take up general 
legislation against interlocking dbrao^ 
torates at the next session. A resolu- 
tion by Representative Underwood, 
adopted by a vote of 130 to iA), re- 
ferred the entire subject to" the Demo- 
cratic members of the Judiciary com- 
mittee of the house, and directed them 
to bring in a bill at the next aassion of 
congress that would prevent Inttirloek- 
ing directorates of all kinds. 

Administration leaders said the 
large vote that supported the Under- 
wood motion and the hearty approval 
that greeted Secretary Bryan'a in- 
dorsement of the bill assured the ap- 
proval of the complete Glass bill, with 
but slight ^ange. There remains 
several important amendments -to be 
considered, but it was declared that 
the only modification of consequence 
would be a change to make it clear 
that agricultural pfeper will be given 
the same credit as commercial or in- 
dustrial paper. 

The amendment over. which th(» fight 
waged throughout the day had been 
oflr^red by Representative Neeley of 
Kansas, one of the so-called "insurg- 
ent" members of the' banking and cur- 
rency committee. It was not until 
near the close of the session that 
Chairman Qlass, after declaring that 
President Wilson did riot want such 
an amendment incorporated in. the 
bflf brought forth the Bryan tetter. 
He also produced a letter addressed 
to him by Samuel .Untermyer. who 
was counsel tw the Pnjo money trust 
committee, saying he did not believe 
the interlocking directorate provision 
should be in. the currency bill. 

Objecting members who had ques- 
tioned Mr. Glass' interpretation of the 
president's attitude gave way before 
the vigorous assertions of Secretary 
Bryan, and a vote quickly settled the 
question.

BANKERS SEEK COMPROIiiSE 



Leading Financiers of Country Gather 
in Chicago and Consider Cur- 
rency Remedies.

Chicago, Aug- 25. — Bankers from ail 
over the United States, including many 
of the most prominent financiers of 
the country, joined together on Friday 
in the Hotel La Salle to whip into 
shape the Owen-Glass . currency bill 
which is now pending before congress. 
The meeting was called by tl^e cor 
rency commission of the American 
Bankers! association and was attended 
1^ more than '2S0 del^jtates represent- 
ing state banking organizations, clear- 
ing house associations and the com- 
mission. 

Early in the session it liecaxae ap- 
parent that strenuous efforts to r&eh 
a compromise with the administration 
-at Washington upon what the bunkers 
term the objectionable features of the 
bill had attained partial sacceES and 
that tbe backers of the nieasure were 
ready to meet as:ifar -as possible tbe 
demands of the financial Interests as 
evidenced by the results of the (K>nfer- 
«noe here. 



Washington, Aug. 2S. — Reiterating 
Us cbaive that Representative ' Mo- 

Dermott of Illinois had "tipped him 
oft' on numerous occasions regarding 
the prcMpeelB trt ^ro-labor legtelatlon 
w-hich the National Association of 
Manufacturers desired to fight. Colo- 
nel Mulhall. former lobbyist for the 
association, agaib took the stand t>e- 
fore the house lobby Investigating 
committee Friday. Mulhall said that 
he remembered specifically that in 
1910 McDermott had sent him word 
to be on the lookout for an eigh^honr 
law amendment to the sundry civil 
biU. I. N. McMlchael, he said, was 
the bearer of the McDermott warning. 

Mulhali's testimony was brief and 
he was asked to step aside that the 
committee might hear Henry E. Da- 
vis, a Washington lawyer who rep- 
resented the pawnbrokeaa who op- 
posed the loan shark measure of the 
Sixty-second congress. Davis told 
of his employment by the pawnbrok- 
ers, and of ills presentation of the 
money lenders* side to members of 
congress, to eommittees and to Presi- 
dent Taft. 

The senate lobby inquiry committee 
su^lfttted tbe officers of the Nation- 
al Attoeiallon of Manufacturers to 
further examination. Members of the 
committee were indignant at an at- 
tack made upon them by an^-agent of 
the N. A. M. who declared the com- 
mittee had not given the manufactur- 
ers sufficient time in which to deny 
the charges made by Martin M. Mul- 
hall. As soon as H. E. Mills, D. M. 
Parry and John Klrby. Jr.. have testi- 
fied, it is said, the conunittee will ad- 
journ Indefinitely. 

H. E. Mills o: Racine, Wis., former 
chairman of the tariff commission of 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, confirmed Martin M. Mulhali's 
statement that Mulhall advanced |500 
to the estate of James E. Watson, 
former representativo from Indiana. 

Herbert E. Miles of Racine, Wis., 
testified before the seiiate lobby com- 
mittee that, acting for the tariff com- 
mission association, he employed for- 
mer Representative James EL Watson 
at a ealary of |250 a week to work for 
a tariff boar^ btU In tlw cflBgrees in 
1909.

Zapata Slew Commissioner With His 
Own Hands While Being Forced to 
Abandon City of Huatia to the 
Redttlars. 

City of Mexico, Aug. 25. — The bodies 
of Paiicuai Orozco and other peace 
commissioners were found, riddled 
with bullets, in the streets of Huatia 
when iJie federal troops forced an en- 
trance to the town Friday. Zapatista: 
prl8on<>rs told the soldiers that 
Bmlliano Zapata slew the commis- 
sionent with his own hand while being 
forced to abandon his retreaL 

Washington, Aug. 23. — Huerta's ad- 
ministration may reconsider its re- 
jection of the American proposals to 
restoro peace in Mexico and may ar> 
range a new basis for negotiation with 
the United States. 

Intimations to this effeet reached 
official Washington Friday night with 
the iniormation that the financial cob* 
dltlon - of the Hnerta adSBlnistration 
was such that a crisis was imminent. 

It is learned from authoritative 
sonrcesthat tho Huerta government is 
facing a mutinous army, dissatisfied 
ttecause no pay has been forthcoming 
for weeks. 

It was reiterated positively that the 
United States would continue to Insist 
on the resignation of provisional Pres- 
ident Huerta or an announcement of 
his intention to do so, as well as his 
elimluiition from the presidential race 
in the subsequent election. 

Rep4>rt8 from lir. Liisd declared that 
his relations with the Huerta oflQcIals 
were more cordial tlian formerly and 
that the offleialq, znaa^ested a willing- 
ness to find new ground for a settle- 
ment. 

European dijdomatltf pressore,^ it is 
known, is quietly at work in Mexico 
City La an effort to convince Hnerta 
officials that the policy of Uie United 
States is j4>preved abroad.^ 

Tbe ffauure of ttie Huerta govern- 
ment to obtain funds abroad, due 'to 
denial of recognition by the United 
States, is pointed to by dl^mats as 
likely to continue pending a more re- 
spectf\il Mexican consideration of the 
American proposals. 

It ^ras apparent tliat W^ashington 
officials expected word from Huerta 
and ttiat unless it comes the notes 
v/ould be proclaimed to the worKf 
through the presidents message, 
showing the efforts of the American 
government to bring about peace, with 
BUggeotion tor a definite Hue of pro- 
cedure > by tbe United States in the 
future. ' ^ 



Roger Thompson Held in Canada Jail 
to Reveal Everything Unless 
Fugitive's Family Aids Him. 

Sherbrooke, Que . Au.?. 25. — Roger 
Thompson, the New York cliauSeur 
held under the dominion immigration 
laws as having aided Harry K. Thaw 
legally a lunatic, to cross the Cana- 
dian frontier, announced from his cell 
Friday that he was "up against it" 
and that if the Thaw family did not 
cotoe to his rescue he would perhaps, 
in Justice to himself, be forced to tell 
sill he knows about Thaw's escape 
from Matteawan. If he does "squeal" 
it will complicate the proceedings un- 
der which Thaw's lawyers hope to ob- 
tain his release on a writ of habeas 
corpus next Wednesday. 

Thompson removed the smoked eye- 
glasses he has worn since his ar- 
rest and admitted tliat the name "Mit- 
chell Thompson," he had given the 
authorities was fictitious and that he 
was the chauffeur who drove the 
black machine which whisked Stan- 
ford White's slayer awaj from Mattea- 
wan. 

"Sure, I'm R(^r Thompson," he 
said. "I need moaey and help now, 
and it's up to the Thaws. I was 

framed up in getting in this case and 
they ought to stand by me now. I 
havent a oenL 

Thaw, in a cell above "Gentleman 
Roger." refused even to admit he ever 
tiad seen him. 

It was admitted by the chauffeur 
that the Thaws retained lawyers for 
his defense, and that tiiey expected 
him (Thompson) to "keep: his trap 
shut" " 

Instructions have been sent from 
Ottawa to the immigration officers 
here that when Harry K. Thaw comes 
into their hands there must be no 
discrimination against him. This was 
olBcially lEtnnounced at the capital, ac- 
cording to dispatches, though the 
authorities heie would not confirm it. 

There is reason to believe that the 
instructions mean Thaw will not be 
sent to New York state, but, on rjjeo- 
tion, will be returned by tite Vermont 
route as would an ordiniiry person 
coming in by the way Thaw did and 
subsequently denied doniii^e In 
Canada. 



Prof. Fred Mutchler Engaged for tho 
Promotion of Agricultural Im- 
provement.

FrankforL — The announcement was 
made from State unirersity iit Lex- 
ington that Prof. Fred Mutchler, who 
has been engaged in the promotion of 
agricultural improveranmt in Western 
Kentucky, under the direction of the 
Western Kentucky Normal school, has 
been selected 6y the United Stages de- 
partment of agriculture to take charge 
of similar work for the entire state, 
with headquarters in this city. The 
department of agriculture, through 
the extension bureau, in charge of 
Or. Bradford Knapp, has apportioned 
$20,000 a year for Kentucky to be used 
ill the estensicm-and demonstratloa 
work. 

The appropriation is to be expended 

under the direction of a board of trus- 
tees composed of Dr. Knapp, presi- 
dent; H. H. Cherry, of Western Ken- 
tuclty State Normal school; President 
J. C. Crabbe, of Eastern Kentucky 
State Normal school; J. W. Newman, 
state commissioner of agriculture, and 
President H. iJ. Barker, of State uni- 
versity. Fred Mutchler is expected 
to encourage better fsirraing in every 
county of the state Ijy applying the 
means most available for each county 
either Ijy the establishment of local 
demonstration farms by carrying on 
demonstrations on the farmer's own 
land, aivd with liis co-operation, by 
further enlisting the interest and ec 
operation of farmer boys in seed Iiest 
ing. dairy testing and similar means 
by sending skilled and e.9thu8iast.io 
men to various sections to direct work 
on the farms. Plans have already 
been madf for work to begin In nine 
counties, Woodford, Muhlenburg, Ma- 
son, Hopkins, Jefferson, Christian. 
Madison, Henderson and Washington. 

Gov. Mcfireary Will Speak. 

Under the urgent request of Mc- 
Kenzie Todd, secretary of the Perry 
Centennial Commission, Gov. Me- 
Creary has consented to speak at the 
banquet at the Breakers' Hotel. Put- 
in Bay, Ohio. September 11, on "Ken- 
tucky in the War of 1812." Gov. Mc- 
Creary was on the verge of declining 
the Invitatidn, as he said circum- 
stances made it such that it would not 
suit him to be out of the state at that 
time; but Mr. Todd said eight gov- 
ernors would be there, and as Ken- 
tucky had more soldiers engaged in 
the campaign around Lake Erie and 
in the Battle of the Thames than any 
other state, lie wonld not take no for 
an answer.

SCHOOLS ADVANCE 



REPORT SHOWS KENTUCKY IS 
IMAKiNG GREAT EDUCATIONAL 
STRIDES. 



Widow of Ed Callahan With Her Broth- 
er Placed Uncfer Arrest in Conniec- 
tion With the Crime. . 



Percentage of School Att«ridance AU 
meet Doubled During the Year* 

1911 and 1912. 

Franktort, Ky.—Hgarea. compiled 
for the biennial" report of the De^rt' 
ment of Education show the advance- 
ment of Kentucky schools in the last 
four years. The statistics embrace a 
i^omparisbh between the school years 
cf 1909 and 1911-1912. The scholastic 
census, embracing white )ouths be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 20, In 1909-10, 
was 528,012 ; for 1911-12 it was 527.336. 
This falling off in the enumeration, ac- 
counted for by inaccuracies and dup- 
lications in 1909-10, was accompanied 
by a remarkable increase in the enroll- 
ment and a still more remarkable in- 
crease in the average daily attendance. 
In 1909-10 the enrollment was 3S5,410. 
llie next year it jumped to 413,094, 
white the average daily attendance, 
the true test of the schools, went from 
165,323 in 1909-10 to 229.631 hi 1911-12. 
The itercentage of attendance almost 
doubled in 1911-12, being 43.55, com- 
pared to 29.41 In 1909-10. Considering 
the fact that the scholastic census 
takes In youths of 20 years, nearly 50 
per cent of the enrollment is account- 
ed a good showing, especially when 
the attendance incr^sed more than 60 
per cent from one achooL year to an- 
other. . . , • ^ 

The number not enrolled, in 1909^19 
was 142,597 In 1911-12 It was 114.242. 
The department is anxious for a law 
reducing the maximum school' Age .to 
17 or 18 yoars, as the present maxi- 
mum does the state an injustice in 
statistical reports. r 



Winchester. Ky.— Mrs. Tymanda Cal- 
lahan, widow of former Sheriff Ed Cal- 
Ifthan, was arrested with her brother, 
Leonard Deaton, following the killing 
of Greenberry Combs in Breathitt 
codhty, and both were taken to Jackr 
son. 

Bob Deaton, one of tlxe defendants 
in the Callahan case, confirined the re- 
port of the killing of Orfeoberry 
Combs on Long's Creek, in Breathitt 
county. He stated he had received a 
card from his sister whit^ said that a 
Mcintosh had shot Combe to de&th in 
the presence of Mrs. Tj-manda Calla- 
han, widow of Ed Callahan, and her 
brother, Leonard Deaton. 

A telephone talk with Mrs. Lillian 
Gross, of Buckhorn, also confirmed the 
report of the killing. b«t Mrs. Choss 
stated that the killing was'done by one 
of the Mclntoshes, and that Mrs. Cal- 
lahan and her brotlier were about 200 
yards from the scene. Mcintosh es- 
caped and has not been captured. It 
is not known how the trouble came up, 
as. according to Mrs. Gross, Mrs. Cal- 
lahan and her brother were not close 
enough to the two men to hear what 
passed between them before the kill- 
ing.

Pledges His Private Fortune. 

After the affair at Trenton. Wash- 
ington had been obliged U> pledge his 
own private fortune for their pay to 
induce the men M-hose terms of enlist- 
ment were to expire on New Ye::r'8 
day — more than half his force — to etay 
with him but a few weeks more, till his 
plan should be executed. Now he was 
author! d to raise regiments enlisted 
till the war should end, and to exer- 




else almost dictatorial powers In 
everything that might affect the disci- 
pline, provisioning, and auooeae of his 
army. ' 

There was need, for the year wit* 
nessed fighting of tremendous -cmisev, 
Quence. ' 

Brave British Plana. 

The British struck for nothing less 
than complete possession of the whole 
state of New York, throughout tl)i6 val- 
leys of the Hudson and the Mohawk. 
iJeneral Howe, who had about twenty- 
thousand men In New York city, was 
to move up the Hudson; General Bur- 
goyne, with eight thousand men, from 
<3anada down Lake Champlain; Colo* 
net St. Leger, with a small but suffi- 
cient force, down into the valley of the 
Mohawk, striking from Oewego, on 
Ontario, and the colonies were to be 
' eat in twain. New England hopelessly 
\eparated from her confederates, by 
the converging sweep of three armies, 
aggregating more than thirty-three 
.^jioosand taen. 

But only the coast country, it turned 
out, was tenable gnmnd for British 
troQips. 

Ticonderoga Falls. 
Sir Guy 6arletoa had - attempted 

Champlain out of Canada the year be- 
fore, and had gone back to Quebec 
without toudiing Ticonderga. so dis- 
concerted had be been by the price 
he had had to pay for his passage up 
tiw lake tft a small force and an ex- 
temporised fleet noder Benedict Am- 
old. 

TWs tfane Burgoyne, with his splen- 
did army, made short work of Ticon- 
deroga (July, 1777), and drove Genr 
eral Schuyler and his army back to 
their posts be^bnd the Hudson; but 
the farther he got from his bsse upon 
the lake into the vast forests of that 
wide frontier, the more certainly did 
he approach disaster. j 

No succor came. St. Leeer was baf- 
fled, and sent in liftni*^ back the way 
he had come. 

Howe did not ascend the iriver. The 
country swarmed with gatbiering mi- 
litia. They would hot volvnteer for 
distant campaigns ;-^ut this invading 
nost. marching by their very homes 
into the deep forcnt. ^roused them i^d 
tempted them as theyjffld been roused 
at Concqrd, and they gathered at its 
rear and up<» its flanlu as they ha4 
run together to invest Boston. 

A thousand men Burgoyne felt 
oUiged to leave in garrison mf. Ticon- 
deroga; a thousand mors, sent .to Ben- 
niactoa to selM the stores Mbere. were 



overwhelmed and taken (August xo>. 
Quite twenty thousand provincials 
presently beaet hia, and he had but 
six thousand left wherewltlt to save 

himself. 

He crossed the river, lor he still 
expected Howe; and there was stub- 
bom fighting about Saratoga (Septem- 
ber 19, October 7), |n which imold 
onoe more made his name in battle. 
Bttt the odds were too great; Bur- 
goyne's supplies were cut off, his 
troops beaten; there waa qpthlng for 
it but capitalattoii (October 17). 

He had been trapped and taken by 
a rising of the country. 

Washington Outgeneraie Howe. 

Howe had not succored him. part- 
ly because he lacked judgment and 
capacity, partly beeausr Washington 
had thwarted him at every turn. From 
his position at Morristpwn, Washing- 
toB^eould send relnrorcements to the 
north or recall them at will, without 
serious delay ; and ^owe, in his hesi- 
tation, gaVis him abnidant time to do 
what he would. ' 

It was Sir William's purpose rx> oc- 
cupy the early summer, ere Burgoyne 
should need him. in an attack on Phil- 
adelp.iia. On' the 12th of June, ac- 
cordingly, he threw a force of eif^teen 
thousand men into New Jersey. 

But Washington foilAd hhn at each 
attempt to advance by >an';lnsf alw^iys 

upon his flank In such a position that 
he could neither be safely ignored nor 
forced to fight; and the prudent Howe, 
abandonini; the march, withdrew once 
more to New York. 

British Come to Philadelphia. 

But he did not abandon his prelect 
against Philadelphia. 

He deemed it the "capital'* n** the 
insurgent confederacy, and wlnh«>d to 
discredit conrress and win n^en of 
doubtful allecjiance to his standard by 
its capture; and he reckoned upon 
some advantage in drawing Washing- 
ton after him to the southw^ard. av.ay 
from Burgoyne's field of operations 
in the nbrth. Though July had eome. 
therefore, and Burgoyne must need 
him presently, he put his eighteen 
thousand men aboard the fleet and 
carried them by sea to the Chessr 
peake. 

Washington PopUecL 
Washington was sorely passied. He 
had taken it tor granted that Howe 
would go aorti, apd tke had gene 

south! / 
"Howe's in a manner abandoning 

Burgoyne is so unaccountable," he 
said, "that I cannot help casting my 
eyes continually behind meT" and he 
followed very cautiously, ready upon 
the moment to turn back, lest the 
movement should prove a feint. 

But there was no mistake. Howe 
entered the Delaware, and, being 
frightened thence by reports of ob- 
structions in the riv«r, went all the 
long four hundred mUes about the 
capes of Chesapeake, and put his army 
ashore ^ Mkton for its advance npon 
Phtladelptiia. 

Defeat, But Not Rout. 
It was then the 2&th of August. 
Washington met him (September 11) 
behind the fords of the Brandywine, 
and. unable to check Cornwallis on 
his flank, was defeated. 

But for him defeat was never rout; 
his army was still intact and steady; 
and he held his foe yet another fort- 
night on the road ere "capital" qould 
be entered (September i7). 

Burgoyne was by that time -deep 
within the net spread for him at Sara- 
toga. On the morning of th^ 4th. of 
October, in a thick mist, Washington 
threw himself upon Howe's main 
force encamped across the village 
streetKof Germantown, and would have 
overwhelmed it in the surprising on- 
set had not two of his own columns 
gone astray in the fog, attacked each 
other, and eio lost the moment's op- 
portunity. 

But an Empty Success. 
General Howe knew very soon how 
barren a success he had had. The 
end of November came before he had 
made himself master of the forts up- 
on the Delaware below the "capital" 
and removed the obstructions from 
the river to give access to Uli fleet; 
the British power was broken and 
made an end of in the north; and 
WaSl^ngttm was stlHtat hand as men- 
acing and dangerous' as ever. 

Dr. Franklin was told in Paris that 
General Hovie had taken Philadelphia. 
"Philadelphia has taken Howe," he 
laughed. 

Winters at Valley Forge. 
Philadelphia kept Howe safely 
through the "winter, and his oftoefs 
made themselves easy amidst a round 
of gay^les in tl|e complacent town, 
whfle Washlngfcn went to Valley 
Forge to face the hardships and the 
Intrigues of a bitter season. 

A deep demorallTAtion feU that prin- 
ter, like a blight, upon aH the busi- 
ness of the struggling confederacy. 
The eongress. in Its exile at York, bad 
lost its tone and its command In af- 
fairs It would have lost it as com- 
«letely in Philadelphia, no doubt, for

S; «d it itself was noj>vernjen^ 
at all, but simply a committee of a*

Cengrese Without Power. 
Oftentimes but ten or twelve meni- 
bers could be got together to transact 
its business.. It suffered Itself to 
into the handn' of intrigumv- and 
tional politicians. It gave commis- 
sions in the army not according to 
meHt. but upon a plSn carefully de- 
vised to advance no more ofBcers from 
one section than from another — even 
men like 'John Adams approving- 
Adams denounced claims of senior* 
ity.and service as involving "one of 
the most putrid corruptions of abso- 
lute monarchy." and suggested ttoA 
the officers who did not relish th» 
idea of 8<»9'n^ the several states given 
"a share ot the general officers," pro- 
portioned to the number ot troops they 
had sent to the army, had better take 
themselves off, and see how little 
they wonld' be missed. 

Plot to Displace Chief. 
Worst of all, an ugly plot was 
hatched to displace Washington; and 
the various distempers of different 
men for a brief seasor gave it a chance 
to succeed. 

Some were Impatient of Waahing- 
ton's 'nrsblan polley," a* they called 
it, and would have had him annihilate. 
Instead of merely checking, these in-

I. The Believer In Christ Never Dies. 
Jesus said: "I am the resurrection 

and the life: lie that believetb in me. 
though he wfure dead, yet shall he 
live: and. whosoever liveth and be- 
lleveth in me shall nerer die." And 
again: "If a laan keep my word, he 
shall never see death." He shall nev- 
er "see" death— what does that mean? 
It means that he shall never gaze up- 
on death as the outlook or the objec- 
tive of his life. There are but two 
spheres: life, and death. The mo- 
ment a man telieves in Jesus Christ 
he passes out of the sphere of death 
into thdt of life; life, not death, is 
henceforth his outlook. Hie believer 
is nowhere told to look forward to 
death. Since he belieTed. deatii has 
ceased to be the object of hls^ gaze. 
The Christian shall "never die." In 
the words of Jesus to Martha: "Be- 
Uevest thou thter That those dead 
shall one day live because of bim. is 
not hard to believe ; but that those 
living "shall Miiver die" becanse of 
their faith in bim, is more difficult to 
believe. Nevertheless It is a fact The 
death of the l9ody is no more to be 
considered . death to the .Christian, 
than the Ufe of the body is to be 
counted life as compared with that 
"Ufe which is life indeed." This does 
not mean tiiat Christiana will -not see 
the grave, but. that. In the deepest 
sense they will not die. The life of 
faith survives the Shock of death, 
which Is but a momentary shadow up- 
on the life . which is very far better. 
There are no Christian dead. The 
God of the Christian ia the Grd of the 
living, and not of the dead. This Is 
the truth enunciated by God to Moses 
at the burning bush. Moses was to 
understand that Abraham. Isaac snd 
Jacob were stlil living. 

II. Christlsns Fall Asleep in ChHsL 
A distinction is saade between "dy- 
ing" and "falling asleep:" "For If we 
believe that Jesus died ... so them al- 
so which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him." Jesus died, thst is, he 
tasted and drained the cup to its bitr 
terest dregs. i;i order that we might 
not have to do the same. He died; we 
sleep. He ^uw aboHdied deatti and 
brought life and immortality to light. 
Three things are suggested by the 
term "sleisp:" oontlnaed ezlstenee. re- 
pose, awakening. In what the world 
calls death the believer simply closes 
his eyes upon all that is mortaL and 
immediately opens them upon that 
which is eteraaL What a blessed 
awakening! "Why make ye this ado, 
and weep? Tlie damsel Is not dead, 
but steepeth." " 

The living presence of Christ is 
what greets the Christian in the place 
of death. How beautifully this is 
brought out in the Shepherd Psalm. 
"Yea. though I walk thrmigh the val-

HERE are but few animals to 
which men \ike to be likened.

There is a sense in which the faith- 
ful Christian is often returning to his 
Shepherd.

Amount of Damage Done by This Bird 
Varied With Depth of Planting, 
Condition of Soil and Pro*- 
hnlty to Pnatufder

- Th<i meadowlark is not a true lark, 
but l^longs to the same family to 
which the blackbird and oriole be- 
long. Since the meadowlark of the 
eastern states differs from that found 
In th-3 western states in bo^ft stmg 
and (X)loration, the bird of the west 
is teitmed the western meadowlark 
This Hs'a eomnftelttrd from Wiioon- 
Bin, Illinois, Iowa, Texas, etc., west to 
the Pacific coast, also ranging north 
into Canada and south into Mexico. 

The meadowlark is well known be 
cause of its slse, bright plumage and 
dieerful song. It Is a eon^cuous 
bird of treeless areas and a frequenter 
of th(t meadow and pasture. In Cali- 
fornia it is found from sea level to 
altitudes of 7.000 feet in tba moun- 
tains. It is most abundant In the 
great central valleys where, in some 
placcE, the birds may be seen con- 
gregaued in llOeka of fifty or more 
feeding almost entirely on the ground. 

ThlH meadowlark appears to be one 
of the few birde which ta profiting by 
the increased cultivation of land. Al 
falfa furnishes particularly good food 
and cover for the Mrd and grain fields 




Best Way to Cure Hay Is to Rake It 
Into Small WInrows and Let the 
Crop Dry Out Sloudy. 

Sometimes weather conditions make 
it almost impoeslble to put alfalfa hay 
in the stack in good condition, and 
heating and burning results. A. H. 
Leidligh, assistant professor of crops 
at the Kansas Agricultural college, 
says a comparison will show why the 
water does not readily cure out of the 
stems. If a tree is cut down on a 
cool, cloudy day, eald Professor Leid- 
ligh, the leaves remain green and 
fresh for some time. They take water 
from the trunk and pass it off Into 
the atmosphere. If the weather is 
reasonably cool for*h few days, the 
water will all be taken out of the 
tree. 

Now. if tlie tree Is cut down on a 
hot, sultry day the leaves will dry 
up and fall off. The water Is still in 
the trunk of the tree, and there is no 
way for it to get out quickly. It hi tbe 
same with alfalfa. 

When it is impossible to wring 
water out of the hay, eays Professor 
Leidligh, it Is dry enough to stack. 
The best way to cure hay Ib to rake it 
into small winrows and let it dry out 
slowly. If the ground is damp, or if 
the air ia very moist, the winrowp 
must be turned frequenty to expose 
all the hay to the sun. 

Hay often heats in the stack be- 
cause It Is rained on; or because It ab- 
eorbs moisture from the ground. Not 
less than |5 to $10 worth of hay is 
spoiled on the top and bottom of a 
2&-foot stack of alfalfa, put up In the 
usual way. This loss may be avoided 
by stacking on a foundation of poles, 
or under sheds. The money saved on 
a few stacks will i>ay for the shed. 

Opinions differ on Just how much 
the feeding value of alfalfa is af- 
fected by heating. Some argue that 
while it lowers the feeding value, it 
improves the taste. Cattle usually 
eat bfown and. black alfalfa with 
more relish than tktj do the bright 
green hay. 




Holes Bored by Meadowlarks in Ob- 
taining Kwtiels of . Ip ce ut ii sB Ondn. 

are often chosen for a hcMne With 
the fu:*ni8hing of still more good food 
and cover, combined with the destruc- 
tion of some of its enemies, the west- 
em meadowlark may be eq«cted to 
still further Increase in numbers. 

Oats appear to be preferred. In the 
fieldB inspected, damage was greatest 
in sandy soil, for here the grain is 
more easily obtained. Next to the 
condition of the soil, the factor gov- 
erning the extent of dMoage appears 
to be the proximity of the natural 
habitat of the bird. J'ields bordering on 
marsh grass lands and pastures suffer 
most. In some ■ instances the meadow* 
lark have followed the drill row for 
distances of four to six feet and ap- 
parently pulled every sprout. Barley 
and wheat are attacked to a less ex- 
tent than oats. Field com and sor- 
ghum ure not damaged. 

Meadowlarks can succeed In pulling 
the sprouting grain only when it first 
appears above the ground.

"The way to stop drinking Is to 
stop it," says Jack London in "John 
Barleycorn." _ This autoblographie 
story puMlriied by the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post has been extensively quot- 
ed. It hi a virUe and vivid descrip- 
tion of the ways of alcohol with boy 
and man. Mr. London Is persuaded 
from his own experience that the hu- 
ttian being normally has no appetite 
for strong drink, and that enslavement 
to alcohol is due to iU "accessibility." 
That is why, though In bondage him- 
self, he "would vote John Barleycorn 
out of existence and back into the his- 
torloal Umbo of our banished customs 
of savagery." And he belietes that 
women must help; that "in a thoiki 
sand generations to come men olt 
themselves will not close the saloons." 

"The women know," he says. "They 
have paid an Incalculable priee o< 
sweat and tears for man's use of al- 
oohoL Ever jealous for. the race, they 
will legislate for the babes of boys yet 
to be bom: and for the babes of girls 
too — ^for they must be the mothmrs, 
wives and sisters of these boys. 

And it will be easy. The only ones 
that win be hurt will be the topers and 
seasoned drlnlters of a single genera- 
tion. On the other hand, the over- 
whdmlng i^^rtlon of young men are 
so normally non-alcoholic that, never 
having had access to alcohol, they wiU 
never miss it. They will know of the 
saloon only In the pages of history, and 
they will think of th« saloon as a 
quaint old custom similar to buU-baltr 
Ing and the burning of witches.

Some plots of potatoes were 
cultivated as many as eight times, 
and in every case the gtMUtw the 
number of Umes the plants were cul- 
tivated the larger the yldds com- 
pared with plots on wfajdi fewer cnl 
tivatioas were given. 

The level culture was better than 
hilling. Two lots, cultivated eight 
times, left perfectly level through 
the season, produced at the rale of 
384 bushels and 357 bushels per 
acre, and three lots cultivated five 
times, produced 849 bushel*. 815 
bushels and 28S bushels, the last lot 
being hilled at the fhnal cultivation. 



The London Temperanee hospital 

has for 40 years treated diseases and 
accidents without the use of alcohol. 
At the last annual meeting of Its 
board of directors. Sir T. Veyez, who 
took the chair in the absence of L«rd 
Alverstone. the president, said Its 
progress had been continuous and sat- 
isfactory. Last year the hospital had 
27,748 out-patients and 1,629 in-pa- 
tients. Of the 1,629 cases alcohol was 
only administered In three, and he 
regretted to add that ul! those three 
proved fataL Sir Victor Horsley said 
this hospital had been a pioneer In 
medical science. The old routine was 
represented by three D'e — diet, drugs, 
and 'drink, and It was Icmg before the 
profession as a whole followed the 
lead of that hospital in getting rid 
Of the last Item. Sir Victor corrected 
the common notion that it was impos- 
sible to prepare certain tinctures and 
medictnes without aloohol.

When Soils Cease, to Produce. 

The trouble with soils when they 
cease t) produce as they did when 
new is not that elements of plant 
food an» actually exhausted from the 
soil, but the necessary force for the 
liberatic*n are exhausted. One of 
these forces ie bacteria. It is esti- 
mated that In the common soil there 
are 150,900.000 bacteria to the ounce. 

These bacteria must have for their 
fOQil hujnus, then they ,will liberate 
food for the growth of plants. To be 
a good farmer one needs to grow 
legumes and other cover crops plants 
to turn under for humus, and to en- 
sourage these beneficial bacteria to 
perform their fimctions in the solL

Well Kept Eyebrows 
Add Greatly to the 
General Appearance 

Women and girls know that the eye- 
brows are often ruined by dust when 
motoring or by exposure to the sun, 
all of which dries them to such an 
extent that the glands are unable to 
nohrish the hair roots. 

If your brows are getting thin, strag- 
gly or losing their natural gloss you 
have reason to suspect something has 
happened to thera and every effort 
should be made to better the condition 
by feeding the roots. 

In this treatment one of the first 
essentials is to keep the brqws^ thor- 
oughly clean. This means more than 
superficial washing, for while mere 
dust may be loosened, it cauQot be 
taken out, an^ so the pores get 
choked. Many a pretty eyebrow has 
been hopelessly ruined by just being 
neglected, and its owner probably did 
not know why, because many women 
do no more for the - eyebrows than 
to wash them when performing the 
daily ablutions. 

To properly wash the eyebrows a 
small, soft brush is necessary 
(brushes that come for the purpose 
may be purchased at almost any drug 
store, but if desired a child's small, 
soft tooth brush, kept for the purpose, 
will answer just the -same), and some 
bland soap which contains pure oil. 
either olive oil or castile; are good. 
The soap should be liquid, the water 
tepid and, after dipping the brush 'into 
the water, then into the soap^ a vig- 
orous scrubbing should follow. Scrub 
down Into the roots. Rinse several 
times to make sure that all the soap is 
removed. A good way is to thorough- 
ly cleanse the brush, freeing it from 
soap and then scrub the brows with 
clear, clean water, otiierwise the roots 
and pores become clogged, just as 
those do on the head, when the hair 
lias not be«ik prc^pesiir rii«ed Jifter a 
shampoo. 

. Always wh^ coming in from the 
summer wind the brows should be 
given a gentle but thorough brushing 
in order to remove as much of the 
dust as possible before it settles to 
the skin. Then they should be bathed, 
they need not at tbds point be scrub- 
bed. If you form 'the habit of scrub- 
bing them one* a day and if per- 
formed in tho morning or before re- 
tiring at iight It will suffice. This 
washing, in the very nature of things, 
extracts the natural oils and their 
equivalent must be restored. 

As a substitute for natural oil of the 
skin vaseline is excellent >o is sweet 
almond oil. If the former is used it 
may be applied rather thickly with 
the finger tips, wiping off any super- 
fluous amount with old, soft elbths. 

No grease should be allowed to get 
on the skin beyond side the hair line 
or there will be a nrassy iook. The 
slightest amount that remalna on the 
brows enhances the Une and their 
beauty by giving a luster with no 
look of grease. If almoj^d oil Is used 



it should be put on with a fine camel's- 
hair brush, wiping aftwward, as done 

with the vaseline. In either case the 
fingers of one hand are used to push 
back the hair, while the application is 
made with the other. That Is. when 
the right brow is massaged, start with 
the left hand at the edge of the eye- 
brow nearest the temple and with the 
fingers brush the balr backward to- 
v ard the end near the bridge of the 
nose; this movement will raise the 
hair so that in making the application 
with tho other hancf you can easily 
reach the roots. After the application 
is made to one eyebrow reverse and 
anoint the other; then give a flrrii, yet 
gentle massage, working in as much 
as possible. This will feed the roots, 
and In a measure restore some of the 
natural oil which has been lost. After 
some little time the brows should be 
wiped, to remove the superfiuous oil.

r#b, the battle with the Amalekitea 
and the visit of Jetbro, Mpses' father- 
in-law, are the intervening events b»> 
tween this and last week's lesson. A 
suggestion as to the historicity of the 
Exodus story ie indicated in verso 1 
Of the lesson. "In the third month." 
these are not the words of an Impos- 
tor but of the careful historian. ITie 
place. Mount Sinai, was a familiar cine 
to Moses. It was at the base of thi« 
range of mountains, "at the back of 
the desert" that be had met and 
received bis commission trom God. 
(Ex. 3:1-12; Acts 7:30. 38.) Let vm 
consider the entire chapter. 

The Highest Source. 

I. "A peculiar treasure," vv. 1-5. 
Thus far there has been no law to 
guide the Israelites except the word 
of God by the mouth of the prophet. 
As a nation they must have laws and 
the proper time has now arrived to 
promulgate those laws. But it is nec- 
essary to impress the nation with th« 
source, the sacrednees and th* 
strength of law. Its source is the- 
highest — God; its eacredness Is in the 
nature of its source — God; its strength 
is m the matter of their obedience. 

"Moses went up" and "the lAir& 
called." When we seek the place ot 
separation from man and the place 
of seclusion with God we may expe«^ 
to hear him calling us. (Jas. 4:8.> 
Once before God had called to Mqsc* 
In this place (3:4) and Moses wa» 
taken by surprise. Now it is the man 
of experience who joyfully seeks tlt» 
Lord that he may receive a message 
lor his waiting peorle. God begine 
by reminding him of hie acts in Gg>'pt 
and at the Red Sea (v. 4) and by hi? 
ligure, "eagle's wings," he empha.- 
sizes the fact that none else but Je- 
hovah wrought this deliverance. Even 
as the eagle bears Its young upon itn 
wings so has he borne out of Egypt 
this nation which is as yet but a babe.

— obedience. They are to be a king- 
dom of prieets, persons with a right 
access to Gtod, spiritual sovereign^ 
and a holy nation set apart to pre- 
serve the knowledge and worship of 
God if they obey his voice. 

"A peculiar treasure," on the con- 
dition of obedience Israel was his 
peculiar people, how sad that tbcgf 
ever departed from that lofty privi- 
lege. In this present age it i« the 
chureb which is called out to be ■ 
chosen generation, a royal priesthood, 
an holy nation and the people for 
God's own possession. (I Peter 2:9^ 
10 R. v.; -nt. 2:14; Eph. 1:11 R. V.; 
Rev. 1:6; 5:10;' 20:6 R. V.)

That the Israelites might believt-

Our God is not ak^e a God of love 
but he Is a being of infinite majesty 
and holiness, "a coneuming fire," Heb. 
12:29. Too often we have presented 
an emasculated God; we need to em- 
phasize, in this day. both sides of his 
character. At least two locations are 
pointed out, each of sufficient ares 
to accommodate those gathered un- 
der Moses' leadenAip (v. 17). Tbougl* 
he trembled (Heb. 12:21) yet he ap- 
proached with confidence, I John' 
3:21, this Interview with God. Ho-

One in particular 'could change her 
mood every hour in the day. 

A remarkable example is that of 
William Sharp, who shook off his 
male mental characteristics and be- 
came a woman in heart and mind. 
Sharp when a youth ran away and 
Joined a Imnd of gypsies. When he 
returned to society he took np litera- 
ture and decided he wanted to become 
a poet. He found he could not por- 
tray his ideals wldle pUdn William 
Sharp. 

He would Bit down, take upon hlm- 
«elf a feminine tone and write books 
BS Fioaa Macleod. 

He used to say he could write out 
of his heart in a way he could not 
do as WilUam Sharp, fiona i^ways 
was spoken of as a separate person, 
and he even wrote letters to her. 
There was a real dlflerence in the 
ntdrary style, and even In the' hand- 
writlDB. 

Another case was that of a Miss 
Beauchamp, who had what is describ- 
ed as a multiple personality. It was 
recorded of her that she could change 
3ier personality hour by hour. In one 
of her characters she was described 
as a saint, very prim and rigidly con- 
scientious, quite incapable of dishon- 
^ty. In another character she re- 
laxed somewhat, and In the third per- 
sonality she was known as Sally, 
chiefly because of her mischievous, 
troublesome and nasty behavior. 

Miss Beauchamp, like most women, 
disliked spiders intensely, but it was 
astonishing to find that her third per- 
aonallty, Sally, loved them and col- 
lected them in her u-inket box. Often 
she would scream on discovering the 
▼ery spider she had so carefully 
placed in the trinket box herselt. 

Sally would write letters to people 
to whom Miss Beauchamp would not 
speak, hi this way she 'found herself 
In for appointments, with persons she 
would not think of meeting as Mias 
Beauchamp.

While 
under this control she invariably re- 
ferred to herself as "the dreadful 
wicked creatnre," and glorlM In her 
wickedness. 

7. A surprising moral and docile 
mood, in which she referred to her- 
self as "pretty dear," "good creature," 
or "Tom's darling." 

8. Several periods In which she was 
proved to be quite blind, but — in spite 
of this — able to draw wtth w<mderfal 
skilL 

9. A state of paralysis reproduced 
from a former Illness. 

A British psychologist's investiga- 
tions proved that memory of one per- 
sonality continued from the last ap- 
pearance of tiiat same personality. 
There was thtis a continuity of the 
same personality, though each one 
was Ignorant of every other one.

Labor has victories to ortetaate, 
gains to rejoice over, tribute to pay. 

The work of the labor movement has 
been mainly along three lines: influ- 
encing of public ^pinionr legislative 
effort, and the direct Improvement of 
the labor conditions of its members 
This last line of work has absorbed 
most of Its time and energy, and its 
success has been gratifying, though 
not so great as it might have been had 
its efforts been direeted against the 
causes instead of the effects, writes 
Henry Sterling, in Joe Chappie's Newsr 
Lietter. 

Nearly every humane measure on 
any statute book In any land* is the 
outcome of intense, protracted strug- 
gle. Each was suggested first by la- 
boring men and women, generally in 
a labor union. Churches have pre- 
pared men for another world, but labor 
unions have sweetened life In this. 
The press, the poIiUcian, the court, the 
philantfacopist have all worked in their 
own way for the uplift of humanity; 
the unions have taken millions of chil- 
dren from blighting toil and sent them 
Co Bchool. and that is the only efledoal 
means of uplift. 

Low wages,' and fear of idleness and 
want, drive men to long hours of labor 
that exhaust them physically* mmrally 
and spiritually. Again, fear of losing 
a job induces a species of servility, a 
submiasion to petty tyranny and exac 
tiomi, that is wholly foreign to a man 
ly spirit. Ready, prompt, cheerful 
obedience to proper orders is a virtue 
that becomes a man, but he whose 
necessities compel submission to in- 
dignity and Imposition is a pitiable ob- 
ject indeed. 

Better wages, hours and labor con- 
ditions are the things essential for a 
better civilization. The union makes 
no mistake when It demands them. 

The unions lutve said that wages are 
too low to live properly; the result is 
an increase of a million dollars a day 
They said that the working day was 
too long, that we lacked time for ed- 
ucation or recreation. The. hours of 
Mbor are being, rapidly reduced, not 
only for onion men, but for all men. 
-Th^ conditions, sanitary and other- 
wise, under which humanity tolled, al- 
ways inhuman, often indecent La- 
bor's protest has brought about some 
improvement, and promise of more. 
Laws to protect labor, especially child 
and woman l^aor, and to promote its 
welfare, now fill volumes. Fifty years 
ago a small pamphlet would afford 
space for them all. 

This year we have made provision 
for the care of every -man injured at 
his work, and for the support of his 
family. WhMi we consider that there 
is at least one worker killed In Massa-

Tltere are muxj who -lay claim to 
being the originators of Labor's na- 
tional holiday, and there liave been 
many ohronologleal tables prodnced 
in support of each one's claim. Au- 
thorities, however, are almost unani- 
mously agreed that the celebration 
that has now become one of the'na- 
tional holidays was Epiv(<n its .first 
impulse by the Knights of lAbor in 
New York In 1882.

Following the New York outing In 
J.882, the same grganization. encour- 
aged by the success of the first affair, 
held another one two years later. The 
wage-workers in other parts of the 
country started eelefarationB of the 
same kind. 

In 1889 the American Federation of 
Labor went on record as favoring a 
day of this kind and instru^ed .the 
delegates to w«1e anoong their con- 
stituents and secure as early as pos- 
sible legislative approval of It. This 
gave the movemoit its real start.
